From the Los Angeles Fin ancial Review 


Declines Government Loan. 
Ranks of Los Angeles through tho Cloaring House 
Association have informed the Treasury Department 
that financial conditions in Los Angeles are such that 
the one million dollars allotted from the fifty mil- 
Nondollar fund to aid in moving crops was not need­ 
ed here and the money was returned to the T reas­ 
ury With the request that it be used in sections where 
it in needed. 
The consideration of the requirements and pro­ 
visions under which the loan was to be obtained was 
Dissented the Clearing House Association by T. E. 
Gibbon. special representative of the Treasury De­ 
partment delegated to handle the loan 
The Clearing House decided that th* re 
was 
no 
need for the funds and Stoddard Jess, president of 
the Association, was directed to notify the Treas­ 
ury Department. 
In the letter, declining the loan, 
which was forwarded to Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, 
Skelton Williams. Mr Jess stated 
the situation thus: 
"After considerable discussion 
it 
was 
apparent 
that some of the hanks considered the requirement 
that one-tenth of the security furnlrhed should con­ 
sist of bonds of the United States 
(Government 
as 
onerous and expressed themselves to the effect that 
they had no United States bonds on hand and did 
rot feel justified in buying any at this time, under 
existing conditions. 
“Again, it was felt that such an Improvement had 
taken place during the last thirty 
days 
in 
local 
financial conditions and that judging from the amount 
allotted to the Los Angelos banks, there 
must 
be 
more pressing need for funds in other localities, ii 
might be proper for the Los Angeles hanks to fore 
go their right to the use of the $1,000,000, and so en­ 
able the secretary to make use of it in some other lo­ 
cality where it was more needed.'* 


Growth British Telephone System. 
British (Government statistics of

telephone 
trunk system in the United Kingdom shows that 
within ten years the number of the trunk telephone 
lines in use in this country ha- nearly trebled.

1903-4 there were 1,363 trunk lines with a total 
mileage—double wire—or 49,000 iii use. the average 
number of .‘14.1 calls per trunk circuit per day yield­ 
ing receipts of $1,584,167. 
Stead'- increases were 
shown each year until in the last year, 1912-13, the 
post office controlled 3,ISO trunk lines of 117,900 
miles, and the receipts were $4,439,912. 
The calls 
averaged 38.8 per trunk circuit tier dny. 
In the 
previous year a slightly higher average wa? regis­ 
tered, the number being 39.6 tier day. 
The average 
cost of operating each call in 1912-13 was 2.52 cents, 
whereas in 1907-8 it was 2.54 cent*. 
In 1907-8, the 
earliest year for which particulars can lie given, tin- 
cost was 2.54 cents, and during the intervening years 
it ranged from 2.46 to 2.74 cents.

south of Red River, says the Fuel Oil Journal. 
Ex­ 
act information as to the amount of oil involved Is 
lacking, but it is reported all the way from 50,000 to 
xno.ood barrels. 
A flat price of 75 cents a barrel at 
the refineries is named. 
The freight is 15 cents per 
IOO pounds to Corsicana, or about 47 cents a barrel. 
The Houston & Texas Central will absorb half of 
this freight, or 23V& cents, which will make the oil 
cost 981 o cents a barrel at Denison. 
This is 17la 
to 20 cents less than the price at which it could be 
purchased in Texas. 
A rumor is going the rounds 
to the effect that the Rio Bravo is working up esti­ 
mates on a pipe line from Denison to Chelsea, Okla . 
touching Okmulgee, Sapulpa and Tulsa, where refin­ 
eries are located. 
The oil could be piped to Deni­ 
son at an expense of 7 to IO cents a barrel and this 
would effect a large saving in transportation.
